he will go home to his wife and 
children a saved man.

Harmony of The Prophetic Word

his name. 

“And to this agree the word of 
the prophets; as it is written. 

“After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of Da- 
vid, which is fallen down; and I 
will build again the ruins thereof, 
and I will set it up: 

“That the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and ali the 
Gentiles, wpon whom my name is 
called, saith the Lord, who doeth 
all these things. 

“Known unto God are all his 
works from the begining of the 
world, 

“Wherefore my sentence is, that 
we trouble not them, which from 
among the Gentiles are turned to 


“But that we write unto them, 
that they abstain from pollutions 
of idols, and from fornication, and 
from things strangled, and from 
blood 


“For Moses of old time hath im 
every city them that preach him, 
being read in the synagogues every 
sabbath day.” — Acts 15:13-21. 

“We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day star arise in your hearts: 

“Knowing this first, that no 
prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation. 

“For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost.” 

Il Peter 1:19-21. 


It. is strange how few Chris- 
tians today have any interest in 
the subject of prophecy. Some 
would even question our studying 
prophecy in this day and time. 
Prophecy comes from God, for it 
was He who inspired “holy men of 
God” te speak and write concern- 
ing future events. Prophecy is a 
part of the Scriptural record, and 
Paul tells us that “all scripture is 
given by inspiration of God,” (II 
Timothy 3:16). Peter tells us that 
“no prophecy of the scripture is 
of any private interpretation.” So 
we see that the prophets, when 
they prophesied did not give us 
their own opinions or the explica- 
tion of their own minds, but the 
revelation of the mind of God. This 
was the great difference between 
the prophets of the Lord and the 
false prophets. 


The prophets of the Lord did not 
speak or do anything of their own 
mind, as we are told in Numbers 
16:28. The false prophets spoke 
a vision of their own hearts and 
not out of the mouth of the Lord, 
so Jeremiah tells us (Jeremiah 23: 
16). The prophets and the penmen 
of the Scriptures spoke and wrote 
what was the mind of God and it 
was the revelation of God’s will. 
Each Christian should search and 
.come to understand the meaning 
of the prophecies of God’s Word. 
When you come to know this por- 
tion of God’s Word, you will taste 
the sweetness and feel the power 
and see a glory in it truly divine. 
Prophecy came not by the will of 
man but holy men of God spake 
as moved by the Holy Ghost and 
He was the supreme agent and 
the holy men were instruments. 
We believe the Holy Spirit inspired 
and dictated to them what they 
were to reveal of the mind of God. 
We believe He powerfully excited 
and effectually engaged them to 
speak and write what He had put 
in their thoughts, We believe the 
Holy Spirit so wisely and care- 
fully assisted and directed them in 
the deliverance of what they had 
received from Him that they were 
secured ‘from even the least mis- 
take in expressing and preserving 
what they revealed. So they were 
the words of the Holy Ghost. This 
is what we mean when we say we 
believe in the verbal inspiration 
of God’s Word. 

Prophecy composes a large part 
of the Bible. Many would confine 
prophecy to those seventeen books, 
from Isaiah to Malachi inclusive, 
in the Old Testament and the book 
of Revelation in the New Testa- 
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ment. If that were all the proph- 
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“And after they had held their%ecies in the Bible, only one-third 


of the Bible would be prophecy. 
Some of the most important proph- 
ecies are in the first five books of 
the Bible. The book of Psalms 
is largely prophetic, as well as 
many prophecies in other books 
of the Old Testament. Who can 
deny that the words of Job were 
not prophecy, in Job 19:25. Here 
Job states, “I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the 
earth.” He continues in the verses 
following, to speak of death and 
then of immortality and the resur- 
rection of his body, and that he 
would behold with his eyes this 
blessed Redeemer. 


There are many prophecies in 
the various books of the New Tes- 
tament. Thus we-find that prac- 
tically two-thirds of the Bible is 
predicative. 


Great importance is attached to 
prophecy in the Bible. God de- 
clares, “Behold, the former things 
are come to pass, and new things 
do I declare: before they spring 
forth I tell you of them (Isaiah 
42:9). He told Jeremiah, “Call un- 
to me, and I will answer thee, and 
shew thee great and mighty things, 
which thou: knowest not” (Jeremi- 
ah 33:3). 

Having preached a few years ago 
in a Baptist church in Illinois on 
the subject of prophecy, the pas- 
tor of this Baptist church stated 
that he would not care if all the 
prophecies were taken out of the 
Bible; that he was not interested 
in that subject. How can one called 
of God speak so lightly of the 
Word of God? Think what proph- 
ecy meant to Noah in the buil 
of the ark. Think whdt prophecy 
meant to Abraham. Prophecy sus- 
tained Moses in leading the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt. Proph- 
ecy, in its fulfillment, is a great 
strengthener of faith. Read the 
sacred record of how it strength- 
ened Joshua’s faith in leading the 
children of Israel into the land of 
Canaan. We read how Simeon and 
Anna at the birth of Jesus rejoiced 
when they saw~the salvation of the 
Lord and the fulfillment of the 
prophecies (Luke 2:25-32). Paul 
was greatly strengthened on vari- 
ous occasions by the fulfillment of 
prophecies. (Acts 26:16-19); Acts 
27:25, 44). 

Jesus said, “Now I tell you be- 
fore it come, that, when it is come 
to pass, ye may believe that I am 
he.” This ne said in referring to 
the prophecies concerning His be- 
trayal by Judas in the preceding 
verses (John 13:18, 19). 

Would you know more about 
God's plan and purpose concerning 
His Church and His Kingdom as 
well as the nations of the earth? 
Then read the prophecies, for 
prophecy is history, pre-written. 
We see that prophecy greatly in- 
creases knowledge. That is the rea- 
son the Lord Jesus said, “Search 
the scriptures—-they are they 
which testify of me” (John 5:39). 

Prophecy, properly understood, is 
a wonderful inspirer of hope. In 
It Peter 1:16-18, the apostle refers 
to the transfiguration of Christ as 
being a pledge or specimen of the 
second coming of Christ in His 
kingdom, Then he tells in verse 19 
that, “We have also a more sure 
word of prophecy; whereunto ye 
do well that ye take heed, as unto 
a light that shineth in a dark place, 
until the day dawn, and the day 
star arise in your hearts.” Oh, that 
Christians today would take heed 
to the word of the prophets! We 
see that prophecy is a light or lamp 
shining in a dark place. The word 
dark in this age means squalid, 
extremely dirty, foul, poverty- 
stricken. This is a true condition 
of the world today. How much the 
light of the prophetic Word of God 
is needed at this time. “Until the 
day dawn.” Thank God the day 
of Christ will dawn! The day of 
the Lord. This is man’s day, but 
we are looking for the dawn of 
the new day. 

Prophecy exalts the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Peter states, in Acts 10: 
43, “TO HIM GIVE ALL THE 
PROPHETS WITNESS.” All 
prophecies from Genesis to Revela- 
tion refer directly or indirectly to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. I believe 
that if Christ were here today and 
would speak in many pulpits of 
our land, He would use the same 
words that He used in Luke 24:

God never would have traced the 
exalted pathway of His Son thru 
the long aisles of the future, had 
He not desired and expected us, 
by the eye of faith, to follow Him. 


The Words,of the Prophets Agree 


Let us look at the unity of de- 
sign and harmony of the prophetic 
Word. We have sixty-six different 
books and thirty-nine different au- 
thors written over a period of 1500 
years. Yet we see the unity of de- 
sign in setting forth the plan of 
redemption, for the chief subject 
(of this book is redemption. All 
these books are harmonious re- 
garding: 


First, the subject of sin. 


iour. 
Third, Redemption by blood. 


Fourth, the second coming of 
Christ to set up, or establish His 
kingdom on this earth. 


First: the subject of sin. All the 
prophets agree that sin is grievous 
to God (Gen. 18:20). We have the 
record of the entrance of sin in 
Genesis the 3rd chapter. The apos- 
tle Paul tells us that “All have 
Sinned” (Romans 3:23). Moses 
said, regarding the children of Is- 
rael, “his people have sinned a 
great sin,” (Exodus 32:31). The 
prophet Ezekiel states, “The soul 
that sinneth it shall die.” (Ezekiel 
18:20). The apostle John tells -us 
that, “If we say that we have no 
sin we make Him a liar and the 
truth is not in us.” (I John 1:10). 
The prophets agree that all are by 
nature sinners. They are in har- 
mony regarding the grievousness 
and heinousness of sin and all alike 
Speak in no uncertain tones con- 
cerning the ruinousness and de- 
structiveness of sin, which brings 
death. (Genesis 2:17; Romans 6: 


in their sins, in ‘the ist chapter of 
the book that bears his name, is 
anything but lovely. All the proph- 
ets declare without exception that 
sin blights, wrecks, brings sorrow, 
heartaches, broken homes, diseased 
bodies and is a reproach to any 
people and in the end it will damn 
with eternal remorse. 


Second: the subject of a Saviour. 

The prophets agree that man 
cannot save nor redeem himself, 
and the redemption of the soul is 
precious (Psalms 49:7, 8). The 
promised Savior is the theme of the 
Sacred Writings and Prophecies. 
All pointed forward to the seed 
of the woman who would bruise 
the serpent’s head and whom Isa- 
iah later revealed would be born of 
a virgin and His name should be 
called “Emmanuel” or “God with 
us.” (Isaiah 7:14; Isaiah 9:6). 


The prophets told of the manner 
of His birth and they told us of 
His life and ministry here below. 
They told us of his sufferings and 
agony and crucifixion. Thirty pro- 
phetic utterances concerning the 
Christ were fulfilled in a twenty- 
four hour period at the time of His 
humiliation and death. They 
prophecied of His glorious 
resurrection and exaltation at the 
Father’s right hand. They all tes- 
tify in unison of Him who alone 
is able to save (Isaiah 45:22, John 
1:29). They agree that in Him 
alone is salvation (Acts 4:12).

The Editor Now A Junior In Prac- 
tical Bible Training School 


Last Thursday morning we were 
invited to speak to the students 
of the Practical Bible Training 
School in Bible School Park, New 
York.

I néver saw men more shaken by 
the Holy Spirit than in this meet- 
ing.

The first 
had never made a profession. He 
was led outside to the open air 
and then came back to the plat- 
form to tell me that he must ac- 
cept Christ as his Saviour before 
he went home. He was very, very

The other man had’ been a 
member of.a church years ago, 
possibly had been saved, but had 
drifted far into drink and other 
sins for years. He was a. World 
War veteran. As a worker spoke 
to him about his soul, he hesitated, 
and finally slumped over, the men 
caught -him,;:.and finally he was 
laid down flat on the floor and men 
fanned him with their hats while 
I went on with the ifivitation. The 
power of the Lord was on the au- 
dience so that, though everything 
was quiet but the pleading of the 
preacher and the soft singing of 
the invitation song, the great 
crowd was not much disturbed. 
Soon the man revived and im- 
mediately came confessing his sins 
and claiming the Saviour’s for- 
giveness. 


Last night a woman brought her 
father to the services.
